tial candidate. 
“ I am delegating to no one the 
authority to defend m e,” McCar­ 
thy declared after he had learn­ 
ed the two big networks had re­ 
jected his demand for equal air 
tim e but had agreed instead to 


give the Republican party a 30- 
minute rebuttal period. 
The W isconsin senator hinted 
strongly he might take the m at­ 
ter to the Federal Com m unica­ 
tions 
Comm ission 
(FCC), 
of 
which his friend, Robert E. Lee, 
recently becam e a m em ber. The 
FCC licenses and regulates radio 
and television operations. 
Addressing a big Dem ocratic 
rally iii M iami. F la., last Satur­ 
day night, Stevenson aim ed much 
of his attack at McCarthy, whom 
he accused of seeking to lead the 


Republican party to a “ m align 
and fatal totalitarianism .” 
The 
titular leader of the D em ocrats 
also said the Republicans are di­ 
vided “half McCarthy and half 
E isenhow er.’’ 
Chairman Leonard W. Hall of 
the Republican 
National 
Com­ 
m ittee. claim ing that Stevenson 
had “ impugned the Eisenhow er 
adm inistration,” got in ahead of 
McCarthy yesterday with a form ­ 
al bid for equal radio and TY’ 
tim e to reply. He stressed that 
Stevenson spoke as leader bf the 


D em ocratic party. 
Hall wired both big networks 
that “ this is not a m atter for 
personal rebuttal by any individ­ 
ual’’—in apparent reference to 
McCarthy. 
High 
adm inistration 
sources 
said last night Eisenhow er him ­ 
self m ade the suggestion that the 
Republican National Com m ittee 
seek free radio-TYT tim e to an­ 
swer Stevenson and that it was 
the President who chose Nixon to 
speak for the party. The P resi­ 
dent, it w as reported, phoned the 


idea to Hall, who already had 
m oved in the sam e direction. 
McCarthy, 
arriving 
in 
N ew 
York after a brief M iami v a ca ­ 
tion. said Hall w as “entirely cor­ 
rect” in regarding the Stevenson 
speech as an attack on the GOP. 
McCarthy, in fact, called it an 
“ intem perate 
attack.” 
But 
he 
added: 
“ Nixon Is speaking for the par­ 
ty. I'm speaking for m yself.” 
“ The FCC rules,” he asserted, 
“ provide that I m ust be given 
tim e to answer these charge*. I 


intend to do everything I can to 
m ake the television 
com panies 
live up to their obligations.” 
Commission sources said FCC’s 
basic law requires 
that candi­ 
date* for public office be given 
“ equal opportunities” on the air. 
But this would 
not

the 
present situation since no one in­ 
volved is an active candidate.

said the com m ission has tried in 
the past to see to It that broad­ 
casters treated all controversial 
issues fairly. 


In announcing that It w as hon­ 
oring H all’s request, CBS said it 
got the GGP chairm an’s bid first 
and would not grant McCarthy 
the free tim e he asked because 
“ time already has been given to 
the GOP to answer Stevenson.” 
NBC said it would give “ com ­ 
m ensurate tim e” to the party, not 
McCarthy.

the revenue. 
The bill would slice to IO per 
cent all excise or sales taxes now 
above that tlevel, except those on 
liquor and tobacco, effective Ap­ 
ril I. 
The proposal also would cancel 
about $1 billion in reductions now 
scheduled for April I in excise tax­ 
es on liquor, cigarettes, autom o­ 
biles, gasoline, trucks and buses, 
beer 
and 
wine. 
Eisenhower has 
urged this cancellation. 


Two m em bers of the Senate F i­ 
nance Committee said that when 
the bill reaches there, they are in­ 
clined to go along with the cuts 
despite adm inistration opposition. 
Sen. Bennett (R-U tah) said the 
bill seem s to offer an “ equitable 
solution” to the excise tax prob­ 
lem . He noted there are dem ands 
to elim inate entirely many of the 
taxes. 
Sen. Malone (R -N ev) said he, 
too, was inclined to go along with 
the proposed cuts.

NEW YORK (jPi—The fast grow­ 
ing chemical industry may have 
V to pause this year to digest some 
of the great bites it has taken since 
the war. 
But it's been a rich and tasty 
meal—sales up IO per cent last 
year, earnings up 8 per cent, plant 
expansion up I 1-J 
billion dollars, 
spending on research up IO per 
cent. 
Recent months haven’t been that 
good. Du Font set a record for 
sales tor the entire year, but the 
final three months of 1953 fell be­ 
hind the similar 1952 quarter. 
Allied Chemical & Dy» also re­ 
ports demand for its products fell 
off at the end of 1953, reflecting 
the general business turndown. 
As du Pnt’s president, Crawford 
ll Greenevvalt, explains: “ Du Font, 
in common with the chemical in­ 
dustry, is primarily a supplier to 
p o th e r m anufacturers.” But while 
the demand is catching up, Du 
Font’s “ research work to improve 
the quality and extend the uses of 
existing products is being under­ 
taken continuously/* 
Leaders of the industry insist 
that, thanks to research’s turning 
up new consumer products, the 
long-range trend is still upwards, 
and

Other industry leaders say its 
huge growth since the war has 
built its capacity to produce most 
of the basic chemicals to a level

Flashes Road Conditions 
w e a t h e r 
S i g n

HARRISBURG, Pa.—Something 
new in highway safety la being 
tried 
out on the 
Pennsylvania 
Turnpike—the 327-mile superhigh­ 
way which runs across the state 
of Pennsylvania from east to weBt. 
It’s a “weather sensing” sign 
which tells the motorist what the 
weather 
conditions are on the 
stretch of highway just ahead of 
him. 
The conditions are spelled 
out on an electric sign. The eight 
by eleven-foot sign can handle five 
messages: fog, roadway wet, snow, 
clear roadway and roadway freez­ 
ing. 
The experimental setup Is com­ 
pletely automatic, thanks to late 
electronic developments. 
A u t o ­ 
matic operation is achieved by a 
m aster sensing device which con­ 
trols the word formation appearing 
on the roadside sign. 
Three electronic elements team 
up to keep the Twentieth Century 
driver advised of weather condi­ 
tions ahead of him. Fog is detect­ 
ed by an electric eye—a photo elec­ 
tric cell. 
Precipitation is detected by a 
second device, adjusted to light up 


the "roadway wet” words when 
proper to do so. 
A third sensing element trans­ 
lates the temperature into the 
proper impulse in conjunction with 
the other two elements. This ele­ 
ment determines when the words 
should be lighted up for ‘‘road­ 
way freezing” or "snow.” 
The 
experimental 
device 
has 
been installed along the Philadel­ 
phia extension of the Turnpike for 
east-bound traffic, a few miles east 
of the Bowmansville service sta­ 
tion. 
Thomas J. Evans, chairman of 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike com­ 
mission, says other equipment will 
be Installed if the experiments now 
underway are successful. 
In fact, if the tests work out 
it is possible the electronic equip­ 
ment will not only help the motor­ 
ing public, but also the main­ 
tenance crews along the super­ 
highway. The weather detecting 
signals from the master equipment 
do not have to be restricted to any 
one display sign. And it is pos­ 
sible, by radio, to flash word of 
road conditions by highway sec­ 
tions to the sectional maintenance 
buildings, thus alerting workmen 
to road conditions in their areas.

A YEAR AGO Iran w as one of the 
world’s sore spots. There w as widespread j tice them behind closed doors, keeping 


to the assem ­ 


bled panel w as what the laym an thought of 


the legal profession, which is not a sound 
question to ask because there are all sorts 
of lawyers and all sorts of laym en. For in­ 
stance, those lawyers who are m ost c o n- 
cerned about legal ethics generally prac- 


fear that Iranian oil would fall into Rus­ 


sian hands. 
Mossadegh, 
a strange character who 
w as premier, had kicked the British out of 
their rich oil fields and “ nationalized’’ the 
oil industry of the country. The fear that 
Russia would move in and 
buy the oil 
which was boycotted in world markets was 
real. That would have put the Russians on 
the Persian Gulf, dividing Asia. World War 
III might have resulted if—as seem ed un­ 
avoidable—the free world felt compelled to 
intervene. 
It is now a year later. The recalcitrant 
M ossadegh is in jail instead of in the pre­ 
miership, the Shah is back in power, and 


their nam es and affairs out of newspapers, 
living happily in an obscurity of their own 
choosing. 
They regard it as unethical for lawyers 
to advertise directly or indirectly and fear 
that the lawyer who gets his nam e a n d 
photograph into newspapers is really p ra c-; 
tieing an indirect form of advertising. They ; 
them selves eschew such m atters as inter­ 
views and com m ents on great subjects and 
would never soil their hands by such ugly 
m atters as murders and divorces, although 
crime and disruption are enormously im ­ 
portant in our society. 
The public, however, is more interested 
in the human side of the law. A murder is 
always fascinating, 
particularly if the 
hopes are rosy that the entire Iranian oil murderer happens to be a woman. T h e 
question will be settled in a few months. A 
group of American, British, D u t c h and 
French interests to m anage Iranian oil op­ 
erations is in process of formation. 
The new operators of the oil fields and 
refineries would try to award Iran a larg­ 
er share of the profits than it obtained un­ 
der British ownership. To find a market for 
700,000 barrels of oil daily may be quite a 
chore, as there is no oil shortage at t h e 
m om ent. But no one today fears that Rus­ 
sia will move into Iran. Perhaps other de­ 
velopments that now look as menacing as 
the Iranian situation did a year ago will 
also blow over.

news spilling over on the front pages. Not 
for decades has there been a fight for con­ 
trol of a railroad, but the one that is de­ 
veloping over the New York Central prom ­ 
ises to be a beauty. 
Robert R. Young, who is leading a fight 
for proxies to take control from the pres­ 
ent m anagem ent, says his fight is against 
the “Morgan interests.’’ It seem s like old 
times, all right. Young’s ultimate goal is 
reported to be a rail empire stretching from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
While this is going on, brokers through­ 
out the country, with the approval of the 
N ew York Stock Market, have launched a 
plan to sell any listed stocks on monthly 
paym ents. More than 5,000 custom ers are 
reported in the first two days. M ergers of 
automobile manufacturers, in addition to 
those already announced, are the subject 
of rumors, but there is little to substan­ 
tiate any of them a t the moment.

ENGINEERS have prevented 
many a bump or twist for the 
traveler, but they have not been 
able to prevent motion sickness. 
Many ingenious devices have 
been perfected with this inten­ 
tion in mind, but the average 
rider on a train, plane, car, or 
boat still experiences some de­ 
gree of discomfort. Fortunately, 
engineers have not been the only 
ones seeking a cure for this. 
Medical Aids 
Medical scientists have per­ 
fected many drugs that protect 
a person against motion sickness. 
Very rough travel can make 
nine out of ten persons ill. Mod­ 
erately rough travel upsets ten 
to thirty per cent of inexperi­ 
enced travelers. 
Motion sickness often begins 
with drowsiness. Then the per­ 
son may develop a white pallor, 
a cold sweat, and begins to swal­ 
low excessively, giving off a large 
amount of saliva. Finally he de­ 
velops severe nausea and vomit­ 
ing. In some cases, motion sick­ 
ness is accompanied by dizziness. 
Balance Instability 
It is believed that the disease 
is caused by an instability of th e ! cised. 


balance mechanism in the inner 
ear. Certain persons will become 
sick even before they get on 
board a ship, plane or train, due 
to emotional strain. These cases 
are very few, however. 
Many drugs have been used to 
treat motion sickness. 
One, known as scopolamine, 
has been used for many years 
with good results. During the 
war, dramamine was discovered, 
which was also very effective in 
relieving motion sickness. 
A Day’s Protection 
Recently, a new drug known as 
bonamine was developed. Two 
tablets of this new drug will pro­ 
tect most travelers from motion 
sickness for a full twenty-four 
hours. 
However, it should be remem­ 
bered that these drugs should 
only be taken under a doctor’s 
direction.

Most of it sounds 
silly. The lawyers can do much to 
clean all this up, but they cannot 
do it by censorship, suppression, or 
by advising the citizens, rather 
than lawyers, about ethics.

James P. Shea, and Ben Gordon. 
At its first meeting of the year 
recently, the board decided t h a t 
everything possible should be done 
to clean up the park, renovate it 
as much as possible, and hire a 
watchman with police powers to 
prevent further vandalism. 
It was decided the w atchm an 
would be on duty seven 
days 
a 
week throughout the season, from 
noon until midnight. He would have 
the power of arrest to enable him 
to apprehend anyone 
caught 
de­ 
stroying park property or littering 
it. In addition, he would act as 
caretaker. 


LAMBERT SAID vandalism is 
one of the big problems in 
t h e 
proper maintenance of the park. 
Windows in the park buildings have 
been broken, some equipment has 
been put out of order, and 
t h e 
grounds have been littered w i t h 
beer cans and other debris, he said. 
Light bulbs have been broken

maintained for the last several 
years, the entire area is now in a 
bid state of disrepair and needs 
renovation, he added. 
While the city allocates $1,300 a 
year for park p u r p o s e s , that 
amount hardly covers the cost of 
operation and does not allow for 
maintenance, Lambert declared. 
To better maintain the park, the 
board decided on several charges 
for use of park facilities. They are: 
Use of the large shelterhouse 
for picnics, reunions and other 
activities, $5 a day; use of the 
small 
shelterhouse, $3 
with 
a 
charge of $1.50 for night use of 
either building. 
A charge of $3 a night will be 
paid by teams using the ball dia­ 
monds and lights. It was pointed 
out the amount will not quite cover 
the cost of the lights, but will help 
defray expenses. The board will 
replace bulbs when needed, and 
also will refinish the bleachers and 
keep them in good condition. 
Lights will be installed on the 
tennis and basketball courts 
and 
will be connected to meters, with 
persons using them dropping coins 
into the meters to operate the 
lights.
